CHINA’S PROTEST. 


WHY OBJECTION WAS MADE TO 
BLAIR AS MINISTER, 


The Matter Not Likely to Cause a 
Diplomatic Rupture with the 
Fiowery Kingdom—What 
Blair Says.

Wasninoton, April 29.—{By the As- 
sociated l’ress.] A representative of 
the Associated Press this morning 
called at the Chinese legation here and 
bad an interview with Minister Yen in 
regard ‘o the declination otf his govern- 
ment to receive Senator Blair, the ac- 
credited representative of the United 
States. Yen said, through an inter- 
preter, that he had received a cable- 
gram’from the Chinese foreign office 
which he was instructed to lay before 
Secretary Biainoe without delay, ex- 
pressing the unwillingness of the Em- 
peror to receive Blair. Other than 
this, Yen had received no instructions, 
written or otherwise, from bis govern- 
menton the subject. The exact lan- 
guage of the cablegram, or whether 
the reason for this action were given, 
he failed to state. Personally he bad 
a very bigh opinion of Senator Blair. 
At the time Senator Blair was noml- 
nated Minister to China, Yen was in 
Peru, to which government he was 
also the representative of China, and 
did not return to the United States 
untilearly in the present month He 
never bad occasion to ascertain what 
had been Senator Blair’s attitude 
toward China or Chinese residents ia 
this country, and not until bis retura 
“had the Senator’s utterances on the 


rd been brought to 
his attentiou. The minister. conveyed 
the impression that he simply stated 
the facts to his government and aside 
from that had not sought to influence 
its decision, either favorably to the 
Senator or unfavorably. 

This action of the Chinese sauthori- 
ties has not created the least excite- 
ment bere, as it bas been anticipated 
by many from the first. The proceed- 
ing is not a very unusual one and can- 
not be regarded as an indication of an 
unfriendly feeling toward this Govern- 
ment.. 

Among departmental officers there 
is a general indisposition to discuss the 
subject of Liair’s rejection. Still itis 
evident there isno general desire to 
magnify the incident into the propor- 
tion of a 
long-established rufe of diplomacy 
that a nation is Hot obliged to accept a 
minister whois not persona grata, and 
that a rejection on that account can 
not be construed into an intended af- 
front to the dignity of the nation 
which sends the minister. 

Altogetber the opinion in official cire 
cles in general is that the United States 
is, by its own conduct, estopped from 
resenting Minister Blair’s rejection, 
and that after waiting for along time 
sufficient tomaintain national dignity, 
a new winister will be appointed 
Presideut Harrison. 

A TALK WITH BLAIR, 

Cuicaco,* April 29.—Ex-Senator 
Biair, the new minister to China, are 
rived here this morning, and was ques- 
tioned regarding the report that the 
Chinese goveroment had submitted to 
the Department of State a formal pro- 
test against his being sent to China. 

**I have received no official notice of 
such protest,” said Mr. Blair. “All I 
know about itis what I have seen in 
the newspapers. I may be permitted to 
doubt it, for the reason that the State 
Department knows I am en route to 
China, and if it decided to recall me it 
would have done so without delay. [ 
shail not stop here any longer than I 
originally intended in order to await 
official information. If hear nothin 
from Washington by tomorrow shail 
proceed to San Francisco, and sail from. 
that point. Ido not think, of course, 
there is any good reason why China 
should objecttome. Neither do I be- 
lieve the Chinese government thinks 
so. During my service in Congress, 
whatever [ did I did from convictions, 
Whatever I did in the matter of Chi- 
nese immigration also received the en- 
dorsement of the Government, and 
the Government is responsible, not 
personally. I[tis incredible that any 
nation would seek to enforce personal 
liability, especially at this late day.” 
BLAIR NOTIFIED. 

Tonight Mr. Blair received a tele- 
gram from Secretary of State Blaine, 
requesting him to return to Washing- 
ton. The message contained no other 
information, and Mr. Blair will go 
back tomorrow, He said hehad no 
official notitication of any change, and 
kuew nothing of the rumors tbat he is 
to be sentto Japanor Persia. Until 
the receipt of the message he was not 
aware that be was pot to continue big 
voyage to China. So far as official 
knowledge goes, he is still the ac- 
credited minister to that country. 
Personally he does not care whether 
he goes or stays.

ORGANIZATION OF A COMMITTEE 
OF ONE HUNDRED. 


The Books of County Officers to Be 
Overhauled and a Statement 
Given to the Public—Ir- 
regularity Charged. 


During the past month the taxpayers, and 
especially those from the country, have been 
busy organizing a Committee of One Hun- 
dred for self-protection. The committee 
has been orgauized and two meetings bave 
already been held.

is not the slightest doubt. During the past | 
three weeks they nave bad three experts at | 
work op the books in the Auditor’s and 
County Clerk’s offices, and while the 
meetings are held with closed doors, it has 
leaked vut that considerable matter has 
been dug up that will prove interesting 
reading. 

Committees were appointed at tre last 
meeting, and as near as can be learned they 
propose to buut out irregul .rities in office 
wherever they can be found. 

‘The Committe on Resoiutions present a 
set as long as one’s arm, and one clause 
reads as fullows: 

“WHEREAS, our Board of Supervisors 
have persisteutly refused from time to time 
tomake apy change for the better in the 
administration of the county government, 
and have continued to make iliegal allow- 
ances, showing conciusively that our pres- 
eut uneviable condition is the resuit of 
their criminal iguorance, or something 
more.” 

‘The committee propose to go back over 
the buoks of all the county officers for the 
past four years, and wherever they tind ir- 
regularities, they intend to prosecute the 
official at their own expense. Not only 
that, but they will watch the expenditure 
of money in the future and will compel 
oy officials to keep their books accurd- 
to law. 

Speeches were made in which it was 
shown that neither graud juries nor the 
courts have the power to recucate certain 
matters, aud the Taxpayers’ Union as they 
propose to cail themselves, propuse to take 
things into their own bunds and see that 
the law is carried out. : 

The expert empivyed by the union stated 
that be is not yet ready to make a rep. rt, 
buthe h s gone far enough to knuw that there 
have been great irregularities in this county 
for several years past. It is believed by 
some of the members that he will disciose 
facts at the next meeting that will opeu the 
way for legal steps to be taken. 

One member inconversatiou witha Timers 
re; resentative said yesterday: 

“Lhe last grand jury got on the right 
scent, but they did uot go far enough, and 
1 believe that this committee will svon set 
things straight. 1 kouw they have a big 
job on their bands, but there are some de- 
termined menu on the committee and they 
will not rest until they have accomplished 
something.” 

The next meeting will be held some time 
next week.

SHOOTING OF TAYLOR. 


COMMENCEMENT OF A SENSA- 
TIONAL TRIA& YESTERDAY. 


Quick Work by the Prosecution— 


Story of Eye-witnesses of the 
Affray~—Taylor's State- 
ment. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the trial 
of the case againet Frank J. Uyer, formerly 
editor of the East Side Champion, a weekly 
paper, upon the charge of baving assauited 
James H. laylor on September 22 last, by 
shooting him with inteut tw commit mumer, 
was commenced in Department One of the 
Superior Court. 

The whole of the morning session was 
consumed in the work of securing a jury. 
ten jurors being agreed upon before the 
panel wasexhausted. A recess was then 
taken until 1:30 o’clock, at which hour the 
Damron jury was discharged from that 
case, and pressed into service again. The 
names of J. W. Earnst and W. W. Urr were 
drawn from the box, and both were finally 
accepted, whereupon the others were ex- 
cused by the Court from further attendance 
until Tuesday, May 12 next. 

The defendant was present with bis 
counse!, Messra. Alex. Cawpbeil and Alfred 
Cooper, while Taylor, the complain«nt, sat 
behind Messrs. S. M. White, W. P. Gard- 
iner and Assistant District Attorney Me- 
Comas, ail three of whom appeared for the 
prosecution. 

It was 2 o’clock before the first witness 
took the stand, but no time was wasted, aud 
the prosecution bad putin all of its testi- 
mony by 4 o’clock. 

W. W. Holcomb, an attorney-at-law, was 
the first witness calied. Lie testified that 
he kuew both the defendant and the com- | 
plaivant, and saw them on or absut Sep- 
tember 22 last in front of the Natick House 
op First street, He wis standing on the 
sidewaik east of the hotel talking to ao ac- 
quaintance, when be heard a shot, He at 
once turned, and looking in the di- 
rection -from whence the sound 
came, saw Dyer standing on the 

sidewalk with a smoking pistol in his band 
and at that momunt Taylor fell to the 
ground. Dyer immediately pointed the 
pistol at his prostrate victim and endeavored 
to shout again, but as it missed fire, be tried 
to lift the lock and again soapped it inef- 
fectively. A crowd gathered round very 
quickly, and Taylor said “Take that guu 
away from him, or give me one. 1’li fix te 

.”’ At this juncture two men 
grabbed Dyer, and Officer Martin rushed up 
and snatched ihe pist | away from him. 
The witness was not cross-examined. 

Robert Martin, a policeman, corryborated 
the preceding witness in every particular, 
and identified tne pistol, which is termed 
“an old four-barrelied pepper-box.” He 
was briefly cross-examined upon this poiut 


only. 

J. C. Curtis, clerk at the Natick House 
also corroborated Holcomb’s testimeny, an 
aided that ‘Taylor was carried up to room 
35 in the hotel, where he remained confined 
to his bed for over three weeks. 

Dr. Wise testified that he was 
called to attend Taylor on the date in quwes- 
tion, and found him suffering from a gun- 
shot wound in the left bip. The b.lil had 
penetrated so as to affect the sciatic nerve, 
aod passing downward had found no exit. 
His impression was that Taylor would 
never recover the use of his leg,.the jimb 
being paralysed. ae 

George Bowden, F. W. Bishop, Thomas 
Vernon, W. Wolf and Arnold F, Coch- 
ran, all of whom were vye-witnesses of the 
shvoting, merely corroberated the preceding 
testimony. 

Chief J. M. Glass and Police Cierk J. A. 
Bean were questioned regarding the pistol 
merely, and toe cuwmpiainant, J. H, Taylor, 
then took the stand. S 

He testified that he was standing in front 
of the Natick House cigar stand, about 4 
o’ciock in the afternoon of September 22, 
when the defendant shot him without any 
warning. He knew nothiug until he felt 
the bullet in his thigh and heard the report. 
He then feil tothe ground, and Dyer made 
several attempts to shoot him again, but the 
pistol missed fire. 

Ono cross-examination, the witness was 
shown a number of letters, which he ad- 
mitted resemvied his handwriting, but he 
would uot say that they were in his hand- 
writing. Judge Campbell then offered the 
letters in evidence, but the Court sustained 
the objections of the prosecution to any 
testimeny relative to the letters as not 
proper cross-examination, whereupon they 
were withdrawn. 

The prosecution then rested its case, and 
a recess was urdered until 10 wo’clock this 
morning, when the case will be resumed.

The agricultural products referred 
to are non-perishable products. The 
question inevitably comes up why, if 
the United States is to do a pawnbrok- 
ing business in such products, it should 
notextend the business to minerals, 
lumber and other articles.

IN SANTA BARBARA, 


There is some annoyance and indig- 
nation in Santa Barbara over the San 
Francisco Examiner’s report of the 
Presidential ball at the Arlington Ho- 
tel, and a sub-committee of the Com- 
mittee on Reception—consisting of 
three leading citizens, Mr. W. M. 
Eddy, Mr. J. W. Calkins and Judge R. 
B, Canfield—have been appointed to 
draft resolutions of disapproval and 
present the same to the proprietor of 
the Examiner. The character of the 
Examiner’s report is known to readers 
of this journal, it ‘having been par- 
tially republished in Tne Times. The 
Santa Barbara lress attacks Henry 
Bigelow, the Examine:’s correspon- 
dent, in a feeble-fcrcible sort of a way, 
declaring that he was drunk, and also 
vindictive, because he had been re- 
fused admittance to the President’s 
train, etc. The Press denounces Bige- 
low’s report of the reception as a ‘‘con- 
temptible,”’ “‘iying,’’ ‘‘disgraceful,”’ 
“insulting’’ account, and then proceeds 
to republish it in its own columns! , 

In republishing the account Tur 
TiMEs construed it, not as any inten- 
tional insult to the representative peo- 
ple of Santa Barbara, but as a some- 
what severe ‘‘take-off’’ on the bogus 
cavaliers who at the ball tried to ape 
the dress, the dances and the manners 
of the old-time Spanish gentlemen and 
ladies of that historic pueblo. The 
gubject hardly‘requires pursuing. 

These contentions over the recep- 
tions of the President, which we see 
cropping out in various places in Cali- 
fornia, were, perhaps, inevitable, but 
they do not strike us as profitable. We 
beg to make a motion to lay the whole 
subject on the table, and all the 
drunken participants (ifeany there be) 
under the table. Have we a second? 


The following letter, received since 
the above article was written, puts the 
matter.of costumes in its proper light. 
The letter is from an educated, inteili- 


gent, well-posted, native California 
gentleman: 


Col. H. G, Otis—VEAR Sir: If you have 
the space in Tne Times will you please in- 
sert the following, towit: 

if there is a town in California that could 
possibiy get up a first-class Sp anish-A meri- 
can celebration Santa Barbara is the place, 
for the following reasons: First, some of 
the leading and wealthiest native families 
reside there. Secondly, these families have 
preserved most caretuliy the records and 
even the costumes of the earlier Californians. 
Under these circumstances you may judge 
of my surprise to read in fue Times 
an article taken from the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner severely criticising the 
dancing, playing and costumes of 
tome of the participants in the Spanish- 
American dances. But, looking over the 
article, | soon tound out where the trouble 
could be located. Evidently some tender- 
foot went to these people and said: ‘iLook 
here, my Spanish-American friends, 1 have 
beenfora long time a resident of your 
glorious State. Icame here on the 23rd 
day of November, 1890. 1 am thoroughly 
posted and initiated in your manners and 
customs. You good people, Jet me run this 
native business for you, and I wiil make 
our Chiei Executive open his eyes.” (Un- 
fortunately, the report says he opened his 
mouth instead.) The Spanish-American, 
with his usual, but sometimes culpable, 
courtesy or pliability ({ feellike calling it 
the latter.) yielded and said: “Esta bien 
(all right,) go ahead, and we will follow.” 
What was the result? The Spanish darces 
and costumes were named “Dennis.” 

This reminds me of something I wit- 
nessed at a grand mask bali given by a 
prominent San Francisco social ciub sey- 
eral years ago. Among the many maskers 
on the floor one individual in particular 
attracted my attention; he was dressed in 
crimson veivet, the suitof a very modern, 
and at that time fashionable cut; ha'!f cut- 
away frock coat, high vest, and trousers 
with an ample spring atthe bottom. Around 
his waist was wound a silken cord about an 
inch in diameter and several feet in length. 
Now and then this ensanguined gertieman 
would unwind the cord and attempt to 
throw one end over the heads of the other 
maskers. I tried every possible way during 
the evening to find out what character this 
party represented, but all in vain. But 
next day my curiosity was more than satis- 
fied, for in looking over the panies of the 
maskers and descriptions of the characters 
and costumes given in the Call, | found out 
that ny veivety friend personated a native 
California vaquero (cowboy) of 1830, 
Splendid! Perfect! (Just the color in which 
to herd our notedly good-natured California 
bovines. 

if the Examiner's correspondent tells the 
truth, the above is a parallel case with the 
Santa Barbara native costumes, velvet and 
gold cloak, Templar hat, crusader’s sword 
and scene-shifter’s garb. 

If this failure serves as a lesson, [ hope 
it will have one good result, and that is in 
teaching the Spanish-Americans to act by 
themselves, without taking for guides or 
help persons that know absolutely nothing 
Our past Ways, customs and cos-

ANOTHER BLOW AT THE BOYCOTT 


Boycotting is illegal, whether be- 
tween workingmen; between working- 
men and employers; or between em- 
ployers themselves. 
gal, but, what is perhaps almost 
equally important, it is becoming de- 
cidedly unpopular.- An illegal system 
will often exist for a long time, if the 
people do notindorse the law which 
declares it illegal. In this case itis 
evident that, however much a section 
of the public may have sympathized 
with the boycott at one time. that cow- 
ardly and un-American system now 
has very few friends. : 

A special committee of the Illinois 
Legislature, which hus been investi- 
gating the Chicago live stock ex- 


changes, presented its report a few 
days ago, together with a bill. The 
committee reports, in brief, that the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange is exer- 
cising the powerof prohibiting its mem- 


oftheir Union Stockyards; that it exer- 
cises the power of prohibiting its mem- 
bers from buying live stock from com- 
mission men and companies which di- 
rectly or indireetly charge the pro- 
ducer less than 50 cents a head com- 
mission; that it has established a boy- 
cott against the American Live Stock 
Commission Company at the Union 
Stockyards, because that company turns 
in dividends to the producer on its net 
earnings, whereby tbe producer is en- 
abled to have his cattle soid at less 
than the rate of commissions pre- 
scribed by the rules of the Chicago 
Live Stock Exchange; that in respect 
of said boycott the buyers atthe Union 
Stockyards of Chicago and the gem- 
mission men are acting in combination, 
and such combination is detrimental 
to the best interests of the agricul- 
tural community of that State; that 
the rate of commissions established by 
the rates of the Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange are unreasonably high. 

The report then proceeds as follows: 


The interests of the people of this State 
demand that no unreasonable restrictions or 
unjust impositions in way of commissions 
should i the Chi- 


of 
Union Stockyards. Your committee finds 
no warrant of law for the action of the Chi- 
cago Live Stock Exchange to fix any min- 
imum price of commissions, and there is no 
justice in fixing a minimum price; whereas, 
there is both reason and necessity that 
there should be a maximum fixed by rules, 
if power exists. The Union Stockyards 
Company invites the world to its markets 
and has endeavored to give all persons free, 
equal and just treatment, and it has not 
ay aay in apy way with the Chicago 

ive Stock Exchange in this boycott and 
conspiracy. Your committee reports that 
the Chicago Live Stock Exchange, in this 
attempt to boycott the American Live Stock 
Commission Company, ie not in exercise of 
any express or implied power, but is act- 
ing contrary toandin defiance of the pub- 
lic policy of this State. And your com- 
mittee, finding that it is doubtful whether 
the common law adequate reme- 
dies for this condition, and believing that 
no statute of this State with sufficient dis- 
tiactness covers this case, would recom- 
mend the passage of the proposed bill into 
a law of this State. 


It is probabie that most of the oiher 
States will gradually enact special leg- 
islation against the practice of boy- 
cotting, wherever the general law is 
found to be insufficient. The senti- 
ment of the country at large is utterly 
opposed to the boycott, whether on the 
part of workingmen or capitalists. If 
anything, capitalists who engage in 
this practice are more to blame than 
workingmen, for they are supposed to 
possess a wider knowledge of general 


business affairs, and should see how 


illogical, as well as wrong, the system 
is in all its bearings. 


Tur New York police have not yet 
succeeded in arresting the author of 
the *‘Jack-the-Ripper”’ atrocity in that 
city. The police of New York poked a 
good deal of fun at their London con- 
fréres in regard to their inability to 
discover the murderous fiend. We 
shall now have a chance to see how 
much better they can doin the prem- 
ises.

GRAND OpreRA Hovse.—The amateur 
performance of Snow White and Ici on 
Parle Francais last night wasattended by 
an audience that entirely filled the lower 
portion of the house anda portion of the 
balcony. It was not by any means an en- 
thusiastic audience, but yet was entirely 
good natured and apparently not disposed 
to be over critical in the enjoyment of the 
bill of fare provided for its entertainment. 

Snow White, in the form of a long poem 
embodying a nursery poem of the Hans 
Christian Andersen order, was recited 
in sections by Miss Gertrude  Fin- 
ney. each section of the tale 
being illustrated by tableaux in action and 
appropriate singing. The music is very 
simple and sweet; there is nothing 
operatic about it, any more than there is 
anything dramatic in the story, butitisa 
pleasant, pretty piece of work of the kin- 
dergarten order, and well suited for the 
purposes for which it was evidently written 
and composed, Miss Grace Cochran as 
“Snow White’ made a very favorable im- 
pression, her pure, fresh, young voice and 
artiess manner being eminently fitted to the 
roie. Inthe only otbersolo part, that of the 
wicked “Queen,” Misa Lizzie Kimball aiso 
achieved a very decided success. The 
choruses of seven elderly miners and twenty 
young ladies of the court did all 
the work assigned to them in good style 
under the leadership of Mrs. J. D. Cole. 
The costuming, particularly that of the la- 
dies, Was very elaborate, rich and tasteful; 
the grouping, especially in the last scene, 
was quite eilective. it was here that the 
ininuet was introduced and danced by the 
Misses Gertrude Foster, Gertrude Finney, 
Edith Lemmert and Letha Lewis, who 
formed a most graceful and attractive quar- 
tette, their dance being one of the principal 
features of the evening. 

A word of praise must be awarded to 
Miss Gertrude Finney for her delicate ren- 
dition of a task, apparently simple, but 
really formidable, that of reading the poem 
in the disconnected fashion required by the 
exigencies of the occasion. She succeeded 
to admiration in preserving the sweet sim- 
plicity of the story and investing it witha 
charm thatis the gift of but few readers. 
‘The fairy tale was, taken asa whole, very 
prettily presented, andif the scene-shifting 

ad been less complicated there would have 
been no necessity for the existence of the 
chief defect of importance which was a cer- 
tain amount of tediousness between acts, 
unrelieved as it was by the presence of any 
orchestra. 

‘The musical number was preceded by an 
English farce of the kind that used to be 
called “roaring,”’ because the audience was 
supposed to be kept in a roar of laughter 
from beginning toend of the performance. 
The famous low comedian J. L. Toole made 
a«creat bitin this piece over thirty years 
ago and [ci on parle Francaise with Tooie 
asthe speculative “Spriggias” has made 
thousands laugh till their sides ached.. The 
farce is out of date now, and it is a pity that 
some fresh, modern little comedy was not 
played last night in. its stead. The actors 
for the most part had no idea of the way 
such a piece must be “railroaded”’ through, 
aud walked through their parts with a stiff- 
nessand deliberation that ruined the in- 
tended farcical effect. Mr. Pileas the 
*“Major’’ was a notable exception to this re- 
mars, and bat for his energy and assertive- 
ness the farce would have fallen very fiat.

VALE OF PARADISE, 


Seems to Be Misnamed. 


IN . VALPARAISO 


WAR TIMES 


Present State of the RevVolution— 
How Troops Are Raised-Vol- 
unteers In Chains—North=- 
ern Chill.

VALPARAISO (Chili,) March, 1891,.— 
In these days of waritis not an easy 
matter to get into this misnamed 
“Vale of Paradise” from either direc- 
tion, by land or sea—not only on ac- 
count of the blockade in the bay and 
the infrequency and irregularity of 
railway trains, but because of the un- 
certainty of coming events and the 
direful certainty that revolters are 
everywhere, liable at any moment to 
perpetrate unheard-of atrocities under 
the guise of revolution. Should one 
come by sea just now be would not be 
permitted to land, and the only way to 
get here from the direction of Santiago 
is by rail or in the saddle from the 
north and east. 


Have youever reflected how much 
of every-day comfort and safety is due 
to the enforcement of established laws? 
It requires some great upheaval, like 
this in Chili, to semind one of his ob- 
ligations to good government — as 
health is best appreciated during an 
illness. The foreigner in Chili who 
values life and liberty will do well to 
entertain no opinions concerning the 
questions at issue, orto keep them to 
himself. Bitter feeling runs high, 
and these volcanic people are 
by nature given to excesses. 
The landlord whose guest you 
are, or the untidy man who pretends 
to set your room in order (there are no 
chambermaids in South America), is 
as likely to resent your rash expres- 
sions with a dagger our heart or a 
razor-edged curvo at yeur throat, as 
the soldier is with his payonet. Ev- 
erywhere in Spanish America your 
personal property is much safer from 
thieVes than in most parts of the 
United States;- but human life is 
rated very cheaply and taken on slight 
provocation. 

You can readily imagine what con- 
sternation prevailed that bright after- 
noon in January when the rebellious 
Chilian fleet with decks cleared for 
action, came sailing into the port, 
after the *‘sangre azul’’ (blue blood) of 
the country, supported by congress and 
the navy, bad gone into revolution 
against the government! Many fled 
from the city, fearing bombardment 
and the landing of the insurgents— 
which would mean another general 
massacre, greater than that which re- 


few American residents here remained 
toaman (and I may also add to a 
woman,) feeling that the arm of the 
home Government is long and power- 
ful and bound to be respected. Val- 
paraiso is so situated along a narrow 
strip of coast backed by steep hills as 
to be exposed to bombardment in every 
part, and being almost entirely a 
wooden city, with extremely narrow 
and crooked streets, it would burn like 
tinder. 

But the army officers, who had 
pledged themselves to join the up- 
rising and pocketed the cash therefor, 
failed to ‘rise’? when it came to~tiie 
scratch. 

During the few days immediately 
following this bootiess demonstration 
Balmaceda armed the forts that com- 
mand the entrance to this most impor- 
'tantof Chilian harbors and reorgan- 
ized his army. The regular army 
numbered only about 5,000 before these 
troubles began, butit has since been 
augmented to more than 25,000. ‘The 
government now offers its soldiers #30 
bounty and regular pay of $40 per 
month—extraordinary wages in Chili 
—so that the old saw is being reversed 
and the plowshares figuratively beaten 
intoswords. A great many of the 
new troops are conscripted. Itis re- 
lated that a recruiting officer recently 
sent fifty men to headquarters, chained 
together like wild beasts, accompanied 
by the characteristic message: “I 
herewith send you fifty volunteers. 
Please return me the chains.”’ 
BALMACEDA WILL HOLD OUT TO THE

It is certain that the wealth and aris- 
tocracy of the country are almost upi- 
versally against the president, as well 
as many of the lowerclass. But what- 
ever his faults and shortcomings all 
concede that he is a wonderful organ- 
izer and that he still retains the best of 
the situation. “The situation” is 
briefly this: The rebellious navy at 
the north bas murdered thousands of 
people, destroyed millions of dollars 
worth of property and crippled the 
revenues of the country to an appalling 
extent, but have really accomplished 
little to their own advantage. Balma- 
ceda retains the army and the treasury, 
and the capital is comparatively safe. 
But the country is in a most deplorable 
condition. Crops cannot be harvested 
for lack of laborers, and business of 
every kind is completely paralyzed. 

WAR PRICES RULE. 

Exchange has been as low as 16} 
pence, and today it is at the ruinous 
‘rate of 18 pence. On a letter of credit 
which calls for American gold or its 
equivalent one may now receive here 
three times its face value in Chilian 
currency. Lut that circumstances in 
the traveler’s favor is offset by the 
absurdly steep ‘war prices’’ that pre- 
vail. Fancy paying from $7 to $12 per 
diem for scanty food and indifferent 


palatial hotel s. The Hotel Colon is the 
best in Valpariso, as good, perhaps, as 
a fourth-rate house in New York, but 
the charges are tremendous. Itis kept 
by an aged Hebrew named Kerbern- 
bardt—an uncle, so he tells nie, of 
the illustrious actress, Madam Sarah, 
who dropped the Ker from her coguo- 
men when she went on the stage in 
defiance of the wishes of her family.

Chili, I may as well tell you something 
about the country we passed through 
between Tacna and Valparaiso. The 
first port south of Arica and the prin- 
cipal one in the famous Tarapaca prov- 
ince is Pisagua. its bay is che largest 
on the northern coast, and in times of 
peace dozens of ships may always be 
seen at anchor on it, awaiting freight; 
but now the blockade has driven them 
allaway. During the war between 
Peru and Chili the town was entirely 
destroyed, and has since been rebuilt in 
rather more modern style. Its wooden 
houses are perched upon a range of 
hills so steep that one wonders what 
hinders them from siiding off into the 
sea. The most conspicuous object in 
the place isa big marble monument, 
upon a conical hillock in the cen- 
tral plaza, erected in memory of the 
soldiers of both sides who feil in the 
Peru-Chili conflict. Pisagua has about 
3500 inhabitants, and two daily papers 
are published—one of them a society 
journal. There are also two free 
schools and a seminary, a _ public 
library containing more than 1000 vol- 
umes, a club, a benevolent association, 
a hospital, and one of the finest mer- 
cantile plazas in all Chili. A railway 
connects the town with Iquiqui and 
the interior. But the great drawback 
is lack of fresh water, none being 
found anywhere in the neighborhood. 
Much of the supply is brought in boats 
frum Arica, sixty-five miles away, and 
stored in a public reservoir; and there 
is also a machine in operation for con- 
densing sea water, the product of 
which sells for three-fourths of a cen- 
tavo per gallon, and is considered much 
better than that from Arica. 

IQUIQUI BEFORE ITS DESTRUCTION. 
_ Before its recent destruction by the 
rebels, Iquiqui had the most foreign 
aspect of any of Chili’s coast oities, 
having broad, macadamized streets, 
wide sidewalks and shop signs in En- 
glish more numerous than those in 
Spanish. Though grotesque architec-’ 
turally, with huts of mud and bamboo 
sandwiched between more substantial 
houses, it was well lighted by gas and 
exceptionally clean. Besides the pre- 
ponderating English element, there 
were more French and German resi- 
dents than Chilians to the manor born. 
Having been several times destroyed 
in the past by earthquakes and confla- 
grations, it had been almost entirely 
rebuilt of pine wood and plates or gal- 
vanized iron, and had the general 
look of San Francisco in the early 
days of the gold fever. There was a 
fine new custom-house, all of stone, 
several churcbes, schools and _ col- 
leges, theaters, banks, club 
houses, hospital, gas works, 
extensive mills, machinery for making 
thread, condensing sea water, amalga- 
mating metals, etc., all of which, to- 
gether with most of the private resi- 
dences, were reduced to ashes the 
other day by this causeless revolution. 
A few weeks ago the population of 
Iquiqui was something over twelve 
thousand—and out of that number 
5000 were killed in the recent battles. 
Tis port, which is 606 miles north of 
Valparaiso, was known in the earliest 
years of the conquest, and as far back 
as 1556 was celebrated for its adjacent 
silver mines, Inthe summer of 1712 
the great engineer, Francis Frazier, 
came here, and made the waters of the 
Rio Pisagua available for the use of 
the people. This laudable enterprise 
first brought into notice the valuable 
guano deposits on the near-by Isle de 
Iquiqui, which in those days was used 
only by the Indians, who transferred a 
little of the fertilizer on the backs of 
llamas to their ranches in the mount- 
ains. 

THE PORT OF ANTOFOGASTA. | 
Sailing due south from Iquiqui some 
two hundred miles, and having crossed 
the tropic of capricorn, one comes to 
Antofogasta, the capital and principal 
port of the rich department of the 
same name. Its architecture is also 
grotesque and its streets irregular, but 
its green gardens and flowery plaza 
resent a beautiful contrast tothe arid 
ills that environthem, The town has 
a population of not quite 5000, yet the 
value of property in it, including the 
nitrate works, is estimated at $3,000,- 
000. There is an immense nitrate fac- 
tory, some extensive copper and smelt- 
ing works, three hotels, two newspa- 
pers, free schools, private seminaries, 
night school for artisans, philharmonic- 
society, town band, etc. ‘The freight 
commonly taken at this port is a quan- 
tity of silver in large bars. <A railway 
runs to Caracoles, the celebrated min- 
ing district. 

COBIJA NOW DEAD BEYOND RESUR- 
RECTION. 
Then there is Cobija, the little soa- 
port that formerly belonged to Chili— 
now dead beyond hope of resurrection. 
Caldera is another oceanside hamlet, 
and from ita railroad runs inland 
about fifty: miles to Copiapo ‘Lhis 
railway is interesting from being 
the oldest in South America, yet it 
dates back only forty-one vears. 
piapo is the capital of the department 
of Atacama, and has 12,000 people. 
It was once one of the wealthiest 
cities in Chili, and bas many ele- 
gant casas and magnificent public 
edifices. In the days of the Incas 
this valley was called Copayapu, and 
about the year 1420 the Inca XY upanaqui 
caused aroadto be built through it, 
running from the interior beyond the 
mountains tothe sea. In 1855 Don 
Diego de Almargro tarried here awhile, 
and five years later all the neighboring 
tribes were subdued by the conqueror 
Pedro de Valdivia. The Spaniards 
dubbed it Valle de Posessian.’”’ and 
afterward it was known as the Valley 
of Turquoises on account of some blue- 
green pebbles that were found in the 
peighborhood. 
Coquimbo comes next with the first 
bit of green coast we have seen since 
leaving Guyaquil, thousands of miles 
to the northward, andin a few hours 
more we reach Valparaiso.

Thegreatest 
difficulty which confronts them is to 
obtain recognition from their own 
countrymen.

New York, April 29.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.] Five hundred guests 
tonight attended the banquet of the 
American Protective Tariff League at 
Medison Square Garden. The dining- 
room was handsomely decorated and 
everything about the affair was em- 
blematic of American industries. The 
dishes, cutlery, table cloths, napkins, 
wines, cigars, and even the tin menu 
cards were of American manufacture. 
The list of toasts was a lengthy one. 
Cornelius N. Bliss presided in place of 
President Ammidown, absent by rea- 
son of illness. Mr. Bliss in his remarks 


said: 

lt is said by some editors and public men 
that the events of iast November have 
shown that the so-calied educational cam- 
paign of the opponents of American pro- 
tection bas borne fruit, and that protection 
has been discredited by the people of the 
United States. It appears to me that the 
assumption by a few who have usurped the 
title of tarilf reformers that really belongs 
to us, that the intelligent people of this 
country require education on economic 
questions by a body of closet students, who, 
however honest in their conyictions, are 
without practical experience, is imperti- 
nent. 

Secretary Noble responded to the 
toast ‘’The President,’’ saying in part: 
This is an auspicious time for members of 
the Kepublican party to assemble. The pro- 
tection of our industries is uniting our 
countrymen everywhere. There is indeed 
a President of the United States, and you 
will agree with me in saying that be isa 
good President. Let us maintain peace 
with honor, looking not abroad for direc- 
tions or approval (applause). 

Bliss proposed the health of Vice- 
President Morton, who briefly thanked 
the assembly and was loudly applauded. 
Maj. McKinley was then introduced as 
the next Governor of Ohio, and the 
cheering did not subside for five min- 
utes. Ile madea brief speech in which 
he said: 

We will have tariffso long as we havea 
government. If lever regretted that 1 was 
a protectionist that regret does not exist 
tonight. lam glad to belong to the party 
advocated by such men as Webster, Clay, 
Lincoln, Grart, Hayes, Garfield and Harri- 
son. [Cheers. | 

McKinley further said the country 
is prospering, and whet is wanted is 
to go on prospering and no ‘‘monkey- 
ing’”’ with tariff. He predicted that the 
tariff laws will not be changed in the 
next ten years, unless by the Republi- 
can party on protection lines. 

Senator Aldrich spoketo the toast: 
“The maintenance of the protec- 
tive system indispensable to profitable 
commerce.”’ 

Senator_Jones of Nevada sent.a let-. 
ter, in which he said that the Chinese 
wall of protection was precisely what 


the squalor and distress that attends 
low wages abroad. A popular govern- 
ment rests upon the affections of the 
people, and men can have no affection 
fora government under which they 
starve. 
Senator Doiph of Oregon responded 
to the toast, “Protection asit affects 
the prosperity of the people and devel- 
opment of the Pacific Coast.” ‘The 
Republicans of the Pacific Coast,’’ he 
said,’’ ‘do not believe the tariff is a 
local issue: they hold that protection 
is national, that allindustries of the 
Nation are so inseparably connected 
that one cannot suffer without injury 
tothe whole. The growth and pros- 
perity of the commerce of the Pacific 
Coast is dependent largely upon the 
protective policy. The McKinley tar- 
iff act was what the people demanded, 
what the party promised, a measure to 
protect the interests of America. The 
issue upon which the next Presiden- 
tial election will be fought will be pre- 
cisely the issumupon which President 
Herrison was elected and Cleveland 
defeated. [am confident when the 
issue is again squarely put before the 
people with ample opportunity to dis- 
cuss as well as refute the wmisrepre- 
sentations from free trade sources, 
when the last tariff legislation has had 
time to vindicate itself, I am confident 
the result will be an increased majority 
for protection.”’ [Applause. |

ITS ANNUAL REPORT REGARDED 
AS FAVORABLE, 


President Dillon Thinks the Road’s 
Future Very Hopeful — Jay 
Gould Taitks About the 
Proposed Mortgage.

Boston, April 29.—{[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The Union Pacific 
issued its annualreport today. It is 
not as unfavorable as was expected, 
the deficit for the whole system being 
only $275,000. This loss, President 
Dillon says, is due to the large increase 
in operating expenses, in part ac- 
counted for by the fact that a larger 
amount of freight was moved at lower 
rates in 1890 thanin 1889. The mile- 
age of the Union Pacific system had ia- 
creased January 1, 1890, by addition of 
anumber of lines, bringing it upto 
8075. On this the gross earnings were 
$44,538,000, increase, $3,597,000; net 
earnings, $12,339,000; decrease, $1,384,- 
000; total income, $13,420,000; de- 
crease, $930.000; total expenditures, 
$13,696,000; increase, $320,000. During 
the past year $301.000 Kansas Pacific 
consolidated bonds and $7,513,000 
Union Pacific sinking-fund bonds were 
paid from land sales, leaving out- 
standing $6,590,000 sinking-fund bonds 
at the close of the year. ‘The proceeds 
of land sales subject to this mortgage 
will be sufficient eventually to retire 
all bonds and leave a surplus to the 
company of $3,250,000. Tbe net de- 
crease in the Union Pacific Company’s 
funded debt for the year is $8,122,000; 
balance to credit the income account 
December 31, 1890, $9,474,000, against 
$7,714,000 the previous year; net float- 
ing debt, $6,875,000, increase $2,385,- 
000 over the yeur before. . 

At the stockholders’ meeting today 
it was voted to approve the company’s 
acquisition of $13,250,000 Union Pa- 
cific, Denver and Guif Railroad Com- 
pany stock, $7,180,000 consolidated 
mortgage bonds of this cofhpany, $3,- 
265,000 Oregon Short Line and Utah 
Northern 5 per cent. bonds, and col-' 
plateral trust bonds of the same com- — 
pany for $4,759,000, and minor securi- © 
ties. The stockholders then voted to 
approve all of the directors’ acts and 
tounnul and declare ultra-vires the 
famous Rock Island and St. Paul 
bridge contract with the Union Pacific, 
which, itis declared, had never been. 
submitted to the board of directors of 
the company or to the Government 
directors. The guarantee of $13,000,- 
000 Short Line and Utah Northern 5 
r cent. bouds was approved. A vote 
authorized the directors to make use 
of the treasury assets for collateral* 
trust bonds to pay the company’s float- 
ing debts, etc. 

The only change in the Union Pacific 
board was the election of H. H. Clark 
in place of H. O. Combs, whom he suc- 
ceeds as general manager. 

President Dillon said: 
for the coliateral trust mortgageis not — 
in shape yet and nothing can be said 
about it.”’ 

Another Union Pacific director said: 
‘*The bond plan has not been matured. 
We simply ask authority so that the 
board could act during the yearif nec- — 
essary. Gould has not promised to — 
take any of the bonds. The mortgage 
will probably be for $25,000,000, and a 
general mortgage upon the main line 
and particular mortgage upon our 
treasury bonds.”’

“OLD HUTCH” IS GONE 


|Chieago’s Eecentric Grain 


King Missing. 


His Family Think That His Mind and 
Fortane Are Wrecked, 


His Losses During the Past Few Weeks 
| Will Reach Millions. 


The Old Speculator’s Recent Erratic 
Conduct and Sudden Disap- 
pearance Causes a Big 
Sensation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cnicaeo, April 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) B. P. Hutcbinson, the 
miliionaire grain epeculator, widely 
known as “Old Hutch,” is missing. It 
is supposed that he is demented and 
that his business is a financial wreck. 
He left the city last night, having pur- 
chased a ticket to Pensacola, Fla. Be- 
fore going he paid visits to two of his 
favorite drinking resorts and in each 
place announced that he would not 
be seen again. It has been & 
matter of common rumor on the board 
that business misfortunes had unbal- 
anced “Old Hutch’s’” mind. His al- 
Ways eccentric conduct seemed in- 
creasingly erratic of late. On the 
board he recently had been speculating 
wildiy, and it was practically certain 
that he lost heavily and steadily. 

This morning when the news of his 
departure got out, operators who had 
drals with him began calling for 
margins. In ashort time W. J. Hutch- 
inson, his youngest son, formally an- 
nounced the fact that his father was 
missing, and neither the family nor 
his business associates knew his where- 
abouts. The house, he said. could not 
put up any margins. For a time the 
announcement caused the wildest ex- 
citement on the floor and the market 
sharply declined. Various rumors 
floated about, it being stated among 
other things that “Old Hutch” was 
insolvent und his liabilities would be 

On the other hand, his son, while 
saying that he thought his father’s 
mind was unbalanced and that he had 
wandered away, did not think he was 
insolvent. He is confident that evory- 
thing will be paid up doilar for dollar. 
Many brokers believe that Hutchinson 
has simply gone away on a long pro- 
jected vacation, and will pretend great 
surprise when he iears of the sensa- 
tion. 

A dispatch from Evansville, Ind., 
says he wasseen there this afternoon 
and weat south on the Louisville and 
Nushville road. He appeared very 
nervous. 

ln an interview tonight Brother Ras- 
sell estimated Hutchinson’s losses dur- 
ing the past fourteen months at not 
less than $2,000,000. - -Rugsell. does not 
think, however, that his actual short- 
age to his creditors is more than $100,- 
000. He understood that Hutchinson 
made over a large portion of his prop- 
erty to his wife and youngest son some 
time ago, and bas since lost what he 
reserved for himself. Russell thinks 
the old speculator went away mortified 
by the knowledge that he could not 
settle and resolved to absent himself 
until matters are arranged.

ICHARACTER READING THROUGH 
| MANY MILES OF WIRES. 


Telegraph Operators Know the Disposti- 
tions of Fach Other from the Way Mes- 

| sages Are Sent from One City to An- 
other—Some of the Freaks, 


The telegraph operators of this city 
are noted the world over as experts. 
Not only are they masters of their art as 
a class, but many of them have de- 
veloped the wonderful faculty of read- 
fng character by the sharp ticks that 
emanate from the little brass instrnu- 
menta. For instance, any old time op- 
erator who ranks as first rate canAell by 
the tick of the machine in Philgdelphia } 
“what manner of man is at the 6 
of the wire. no matter whether he be in 
Chicago, New York or any other distant 
city. Just asthe bank cashiers recog- 
nize the signatures of old customers, 
so do telegraphers identify friends by 
their “sending” or writing. 

The fast, jerky sender, who stops 
every few minutes.to tighten this screw 
or loosen that spring, or to talk with his 
desk mate easily tells the receiver that 
he is a nervous, irresponsible young man 
of little experience and less judgment; 
he warns the receiver to be on constant 
watch for errors, for which he will shirk 
any responsibility. Without having def- 
imite reason to say so, the receiver will 
not hesitate to assert that snch a sender 
would lic himself out of any difficulty 
that might arise. 

The fearless, manly telegrapher is the 
man who sends even, well spaced Morse | 
—fast. of course, but steady withal, and | 
gends ‘‘all the time.” This man seldom | 
has “‘cases.” He impresses the receiver | 
at once that he is invariably correct. | 
He never stops for bad copy, because he 
always reads a message ahead of the one 
he is sending, and returns any he cannot 
decipher to the clerks before starting it. 

This sort of man has a friend in every 
office. All thé students and operators in 
way stations know him. They recognize 
his sending and appeal to him as would 
a child to an older brother. This mat's 
character is well known to every one 
with whom he works. 

SNEAKS, JOKES AND DUDES. 

The sneak is quickly discovered and 
promptly “roasted.” He sends slowly, 
and with an aggravating drag. He never 
swears on the wire, which, by the way, 
is certain to be rewarded by dismissal 
if reported, although a majority of oper- 
ators are more or less profane. While 
this man may not have been in the 
business at the time of any strike, he is 
certain to be called a ‘*scab” by all the 
out of town-men, with whom he has fre- 
quent spata. 

Practical jokers and witty men are 
generally indifferent operators, but usual- 
ly have a reputation, reaching from San 
Francisco to Boston, which always se- 
cures them work at good salaries. Their 
characteristics are denoted by the small 
amount of business they handle, not- 
withstanding the fact that they seem to 
work every minute. They make all 
sorts of blunders and worry the receiver 
sick, depending upon their good humor 
and new stories to square matters. 

Dade operaters, like their funny breth- 
ren, are poor artists, but they are not 
fortunate in the way of acquiring ‘‘repu- 
tation.” They never need tell the _ re- 
ceiver that they love dress and think of 
little else. Their frequent stops and 
silly chatter between messages tell it for 
them. After six months’ wotking with 
am operator of this sort the receiver could 
describe him almost to a positive exact- 


ness without ever having seen him orf 


heard him described. 
FEMALES AND TRAMPS. 

Surly, morose and tramp operators are 
alike as to ability. They are all fine tel- 
ezraphers. Their characters are well 
defined by silence, and they are distin- 
guished one from the other by bits of in- 
formation regarding other cities dropped 
from day to day by the tramps. They 
tell their story when they correct errors 
discovered in the addresses of messages 
relayed from one city to another, and by 
suggesting some word to take the place 
of one badly written by some newspaper 
man whose ‘‘copy” they had *‘thandled.” 

Lady operators are identified by the 
lightness of their sending, few of them 
being able to work on long distance 
wires. Ong@his account *‘Clara” is a fa- 
vorite name. for light senders of either 
sex, and their character as well as their 
sex is revealed by their constant anxiety 
and ever faithfulness, as well as by their 
disposition to talk. 

Few people understand why telegra- 
phers use so much and such a variety of 
slang. This is easily accounted for. 
The men in New York and San Francis- 
co communicate all the latest phrases to 
Chicago, from which point Galveston, 
Denver, New Orleans and Ogden receive 
the ‘‘new talk,” and the forces at Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Richmond and -Bos- 
ton acquire their stock from New York. 
In this way a bright saying heard by an 
operator in New York is repeated the 
world over the same day, as the cable

Floods may be successfully opposed or 
escaped. Railways and wagon roads 
may and must be laid on river flood 
plains, but the embankments and tres- 
tles and bridges should be raised not 
only above the latest freshet mark, but 
well above the great natural flood mark 
found in the plain itself, and the recip- 
rocal effects of embankments and other 
structures on future freshets should be 
cautiously reckoned. Farms may and 
ought to be located on fertile bottom 
langs enriched by annual or decennial 
overflow; but the farmers should dig 
deep for his foundations and build his 
superstructures strong and high. 

On every flood plain of eastern Amer- 
ica he should provide for the loss of crop 
and fences once in three, or five, or ten 
years; and both common humanity and 
economic policy urge that dumb beasts 
should be pastured and fed on the up- 
lands, so that the fertile river bottoms 
may be devoted to their best use—name- 
ly, the production of plant crops. 

Cities and towns ought not to be built 
on the flood ridden and miasmatic low- 
lands; yet they have been in the past 
and will be in the future, so the towns- 
man, like the farmer, should build high 
and strong and held himself ready to re- 
move his dear ones and carry his goods 
to upper stories. And the flood swept 
bottom lands of the American rivers 
afford a business opportunity, curiously 
neglected in the past, though destined 
to be successfully grasped at no distant 
day—namely, insurance against floods. 

The great desideratum is general re- 
i cognition of the facts—which are dem- 
| onstrated. by the observations of thon- 
sands and gainsaid by none, though 
ignored by multitudes—that rivers bear

Economy in the Use of 
Water. 


VISIT OF A PROMINENT DIVINE 


Wednesday’s Local Happenings— 
A Pleasant Reception—Other

and Otherwise. 


Whén'a city suddenly outgrows it® 
water supply, timely hints upon its 
economic use are given through the 
press. These are, with rare exceptions, 
unheeded, from the mistaken idea that 
the public want cannot be dependent 
upon individual use to any great 
extent. 

This sudden outgrowth is, however, 
not uncommon; and if mild sugges- 
tions are not sufficient to assure a 
necessary supply until a city’s re- 
sources can be brought to bear upon 
the question, then, official notices ap- 
pear, until private (imaginary) wants 
accede to public demands. 

Itis surprising to note the many 
ways in which water need not be 
wasted. To begin with the morning— 
a pitcher of water upon the breakfast 
table, perhaps untouched, is carelessly 
thrown into the sink, instead of being 
utilized among the many uses for water 
at that hour. When hot water is 
needed for dishwashing, instead of 
drawing from the faucet near the base 
of the reservoir, a gallon more or less 
is wasted in the sink before the hot 
water is reached. ‘this waste occurs 
three times daily, tosay nothing of 
what is lost by careless irrigation upon 
lawns, etc. 

At the lowest estimate it is safe to 
assume a waste of five gallons daily. 
This in atown of 10(0 houses makes an 
average waste of 5000 gallons per day. 
It follows that in 365 days the enor- 
mous loss is equal to 1,725,000 galions, 
or 27,380 hogsheads of water can be 
thoughtlessliy wasted yearly, in a city 
of 5000 inhabitants. A hint tothe wise 
is sufficient.

Santa Monica will be well provided 
with irrigation facilities this year. 
The trustees have issued licenses to 
twelve saloons, which will add $3,600 
to the town treasury on the Ist of May.

Dos PESCADORES. 
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Oriental Serfs Who Are Really in Bond- 
age to FPadrones in This Country. 

The Syrian men, women and children 
who patrol the public thoroughfares of 
this city leden with religious emblems 
and trinkets of semi-barbarous design 
are, with few exceptions, the victims ofa 
social condition which can be hardly de- 
fined from slavery. 

They are the human chattels of a class 
of importers of foreign birth who have 
their agents and established headquar- 
ters in every city of prominence on the 
Pacific coast as well asin eastern cen- 
ters, 

These human chattels, who claim to 
be Turks to advance the novelty of their 
personality in the eyes of the purchasing 
public, are the scum of Syria, Arm 
Greece and Italy. 

There are several thousand of these 
serfs employed by their money making 
fellow countrymen in the United States. 
Hundreds are annually added to the 
number already employed. Ignorant of 
their legal rights and but poorly versed 
in the language of the country they 
tamely submit to their exacting master, 
receiving only their food, lodging and 
scanty clothing. 

These: serfs sell themselves to their 
masters, hoping that in a new country 


they will better their condition and be 


at least relieved of the pangs of hunger 
which beset them in their native lands. 
Pledged to work either for life or for 
years for those who provide them with 
transportation to the new land of prom- 
ise, they are sent on their arrival in the 
United States to the cities where their 
labors will prove the most remunerative. 

They have lately encroached upon 
what to them isa virgin field—the Pa- 
cific coast—and numbers are frequently 
being sent hither to thoroughly cover 
every profitable point. 

There have been as many as forty 
fifty of these human chattels—men, 
women and youths—engaged in making 
street sales in this city, but they have 
decreased until only twelve or fifteen 
cover the trade of San Francisco. Seattle, 
Tacoma and Washington generally in- 
clude fifteen or twenty in their bounda- 
ries. Los Angeles is favored with the 
presence of ten or twelve, while Oregon 
—which, according to their statements, 
is proving to be the more remunerative 
field—has from thirty to fifty of these 
serfs catering to the demands of their 
peculiar line of trade. The state of Ne- 
vada harbors ten or fifteen, while the 
progress of Utah is marked by having 
twenty or thirty. 

Their residence at any place is not 
permanent, but, like the nomadic Arab 
of the desert, these slaves silently fold 
their tents and steal away at the will of 
their masters, which varies with the va- 
riations of the trade. One of the places 
in this city where nomadic serfs receive 
their supplies and render their accounts 
isin Minna street. it is a supply depot, 
and is conducted under the name of 
Joseph Sharbel & Co. There, in a room 
crowded with Syrians of both sexes, of 
all sizes and ages, isa large stock of 
trinkets and religious articles stored in 
pasteboard boxes of various sizes dis- 
played on shelves which run about the 
room. 

This apartment contains two beds and 
a lounge, and the lack of other furnish-

Some 
of the supply depots in this city remit 
regularly from $3,000 to $4,000 a week to 
the east and Europe as payments for 
shipments and invoices of goods.—San 
Francisco e.

Eastern Roads and the Ticket 
Boycott. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC SERVICE 


The Terminal Road's Depot Grounds 
—The State Ratlroad Commis- 
sioners—General, Local 
and Personal. 


The chairman of the Cenftal Traffic Asso- 
ciation rises to explain the attitude of the 
eastern roads in the boycott matter against 
the Chicago and Alton, The action he 
says, “was taken regretfully and not in any 
spirit of ‘boycott.’ We demur to the use of 
the word. A boycott is an unjustifiable in- 
terference with anotberin the conduct of 
his own business. Weare simply conduct- 
ing our own business in our own legal way. 
Wedo not interfere with the business of 
the Alton road or with its employés; on the 
contrary, itis that company which claims 
the right to interfere with our bsuiness and 
to seduce our employés with money. Its 
opportunity for doing this has been 
stopped in the only practical manner.”

DISHONEST STREET WORK, 


A Remedy Proposed. 


The Daily Report (tbe official paper of 
San Francisco) in its issue of April 17th, 
published a vigorous editorial exposing the 
action of irresponsible contractors in doing 
work in a chesp and slipshod manner, with- 
out even an honest attempt to live up to the 
required specification. Supervisor J. W. 
Burling of the San Francisco Board, who is at 
present acting as Chairman of the Street Com- 
‘mittee, is devoting hie attention to the mat- 
ter of street improvements and is determined 
that good work shall be done of the streets of 
that city; he bas recently discovered work 
being performed without any attempt on the 
part of the contractors to carry out the city 
specifications, which require a solid bed of 
concrete, made of crusbed rock, sand and 
Por land cement..in proper proportions. \ir 
Burling in his investigations found that the 
specifications bad been aitogether avo ded

The Report makes the sugges- 
tion thatthe oity should establish a “Biack 
List" against contractors who perform bad 
work and that they be not allowed to have 
any interest in public contracts or to bid on 
them. This suggestion if adopted by our City 
Council here migbt prove valuabie. 
A GOOD BEGINNING. 
{San Francisco Report, April 17./ 

There are some contractors who are either 
notoriousiy dishonest or are lamentably in- 
capable. Wedo not want to judge a man and 
to deciare that be does wrong wilfully, when 
we cannot prove that the wrong is done 
through lack of capacity on his part. But we 
are decidedly of the opinion that when a con- 
tractor does bad work which ordinary busi- 
ness ability on his part would have pre- 
vented, he ought to be put on the “Black 
List” by the Board of Supervisors and by the 
public. 

The contracts let by the Board of Super- 
visors are not necessarily given to the lowest 
bidder in each case. The law does not require 
that. They are tobe let to the lowest “‘re- 
sponsible” bidder; and, when a man or a com- 
pany is caught putting down mud for con- 
crete on the streets; when a man ora com- 
pany is so unfortunately constituted as not to 
know, for instance, the difference between 
ten barrels of cement and forty, the time has 
come, we think, toshut himor itout. He is 
certainly not “responsible.” 

The public would be delighted to learn tnat 
a board of Supervisors had determined to sift 
outeuch men from the great body of con- 
tractors to expose their wrong-doing—or mis- 
takes, and to preyent them from doing fur- 
ther mischief, from subjecting the city or cit- 
izens to any more robbery or loss. They 
would feel like erecting a monument in 
Golden Gate Park to such a Board, for the 
money thus saved would soon run up into the 
millions; to say nothing of the vexation and 
inconvenience that would be prevented. 

The Keport is happy to say that there isa 
prospect that the present Board of Sapervis- 
ore will bring certain contractors up with the 
necessary round turn. A beginning in the 
good work was made by Supervisor Burling 
today. Supervisor Burling, during the iliness 
of Supervisor Taber, is acting as Chairman of 
the Street Committee. 

It may be remembered thatthe other daya 
citizen sent in a communication to the Board, 
alleging that the work of paving Ellis street 
between Scott and Devisadero, was being im- 
properl, déne, in that “mud” was being laid 
down instead of concrete as a foundation for 
the bituminous rock pavement ordered for 
that block. This morning Mr. Burling went 
outin person, accompanied by Mr. E. B. Pre:- 
ton, the geologist of the Mining Bureau, and 


“Mr C A. Ogden, the chemist of the Bureau, 


and inspected the allegedmud He fourd the 
complaint well founded. The material was 
found worthy of no better name.as the fol- 
lowing report by the experts show: 

J. W. Burling. Esq,, Supervisor of San Fran- 
cisco—Dearn Sin: Complying with your re- 
quest we have th's morning examined the 
bed of the road now being laid between Scott 
and Devisadero streets, on Ellis street in this 
city, as to i's being a suitably laid concrete. 

We find that for t»e most part the bed.after 
having been laid for several days, can be 
picked to pieces in most places with the fin- 
gers, showing that it contained very little 
cement; not sufficient to forma monolithic 
stratum. 

One of the aggregates, the broken stone is 
largely composed of shaly material, which, if 
kept dampened, reverts to clay, thereby in- 
juring the indurating power of the cement. 

If such work were done tor private owners 
it would be rejected as not complying with 
the specifications in any manner—not being 
equal to good macadam. Yours respectfully,

In other words the “rock” was not at all the 
kind of rock calied for in the specifications, 
and instead of there being foriy barreis of 
cement in the a.leged concrete, not more 
than ten barrels had been put in. It was 
mere mud, that could be poke: out and lifted 
up with astick, though it had been down 
three days. Had it been proper conerete it 
would have been nearly as bard as stone an 
hour after lasing. The contractors for the 
work are the Callfornia PavingCo. (Jos. Sheer- 
er & Co ,) and the contract price 2 9-10 cents,is 
one for which no such work as that cailed for 
by the contract could possibly be done. 

So, altogether, it seems to be a pretty clear 
case, and no doubt sultabie action wil! be at 
once taken m it Supervisor Burling an- 
nounces his determinati.n of stopping all 
this kind of fraud on the city and on property 
owno ers, and is sure that his colleagues in the 
Board will heartily second him.
